put down five tests by myself if theyf 
should r.ot prove productive, I lose the 
w hole of the expense, and it is not right, j 
neighborly or good business practice, j 
There is nothing w rong in every con- 
cern owning leases in each neighbor- 
hood to chip in on the expense of these 
tests, especially where they will lie pro- 
tected by an interest commensurate 
wit’ll their outlay in the production or 
result of the tests. I have ample leases 
on all these structures to procure these 
tests and lessen the burden on me 
should they prove r.on-producing, but 
others who have large holdings will not 
co-operate and 1 must go it alone. If 
people interested in oil developments in 
any section would cut out that supersti- 
tious mystery of the oil game, and 
would advocate thc same careful busi- 
ness methods in buying leases and mak- 
ing loeat ons that they exercise in any 
other business, then there would he no 
use of “Blue Sky laws,” or legislative 
, agitation against those who take ad- 
vantage of this superstition, and under- 
take to make themselves know-alls 
There is no greater element of risk in 
the oil game than in any other business 
w here so many inexperienced people un- 
dertake to go right at it without think- 
ing. The man who never thinks, loses 
99 times out of ico— thc one win being a 
mere chance or happening. 

Our oil association should advocate 
co-operation and we should have pre- 
i pared a very complete and concise map 
of every field in Kentucky and report 
showing the formations, and most likely 
places oil or gas would he found. These 
should be printed and distributed at the 
expense of thc association and for the 
benefit of its members, and those want- 
ing to invest in this class of stocks, or 
leases, or developments, and in this way 
we would be helping men who went in
